DIES NEW YEAR'S 
DAY AT HIS HOME 
BARABOO, WIS. 


Was Eldest of Five Wonderful 
Brothers Whose Amazing 


Gifts and Talents Have Raised 
Them from Humble Beginnings 


To the Head and Front Rank of 
the Whole Show World 


Al Ringling, eldest of the Ringling 
Brothers, proprietors of Ringling 
Brothers’ World's Greatest Shows, 
Barnum & Bailey's Greatest Show on 
Earth and The Forepaugh-Sells Bros.’ 
Enormous Shows; capitalist, opera 
house owner, financier and man of af- 
fairs, died at his home in Baraboo, 
Wis., at 1 p.m., January 1, 1916, of 
kidney trouble. 


He had been ill a long, long while, 
and his demise was not unexpected. 
It was discovered that he was stricken 
nearly three years since with the nec- 
essarily fatal malady that carried him 
off. For two years he had been seri- 
ously ill and desperately so for a 
twelve-month past. 

The most competent and renowned 
medical specialists fought hard for 
his life, but his age was against him 
and they only succeeded in prolong- 
ing it some two years. 

Al Ringling was born in Chicago 
December 13, 1852. He started his 
career as a showman along with his 
brothers, giving concerts in Iowa and 
Wisconsin towns. The troupe was 
billed as the Ringling Brothers’ Classic 
and Comic Concert Company, all of the 
brothers taking part in the perform- 
ance, giving juggling, singing and dan- 
cing specialties. 

A few years later the brothers put 
eut a small wagon show, combining 
their outfit with the reputation of 
Old Yankee Robinson. Robinson took 
no active part in the management of 
the show, merely backing the boys 
with his good advice. It was he who 
said, “The Ringling Brothers are the 
future showmen of America,” but he 
failed to live to see his prophecy come 
true, for he died during the very first 
season. 

The Ringling Show was put on cars 
in 1890, gradually building up to the 
position of the “World's Greatest 
Show.” 

Al Ringling Is survived by a widow 
and four brothers, one of whom was 
not included in the original quintet of 
showmen, which was broken up 
through the death of Otto Ringling 
on March 31, 1911.

JOE MURPHY OF 
KERRYGOWFAME 
DIES IN GOTHAM 
AT RIPE OLD AGE 


Pneumonia Cause of Death of 
Oldtime Comedian 


Was Probably America’s 
Wealthiest Actor 


Leaving Estate Estimated at 
Over $5,000,000 


New York, Jan. 1.—Joe Murphy, the 
oldtime Irish comedian, died here 
yesterday at the age of 83 years, after 
an illness of one week of pneumonia. 
In his death the stage has lost one’ 
of its most interesting oldtime come- 
dians, whose name has become known 
throughout the country, and whose 
fame and success were not attained 
without a taste of the bitterness from 
ife’s cup. Murphy, probably the 
wealthiest American actor, leaves an 
estate valued at more than $5,000,000. 

Joe Murphy was born in Brooklyn 
in 1832, and eighteen years later went 
to California, during the mad scramble 
for gold. Up until this time his name 
was William Lawrence Murphy, but 
when he joined Hooley’s Minstrels in 
San Francisco a mistake in the bill- 
ing established him as “Joe,” which 
name he retained. His salary with 
the minstrel company was said to be 
$5 per week for his services as end 
man, property man, stage hand and 
other odd jobs around the theater, 
known as the Bella Union. After the 
minstrel experience Murphy formed a 
company, with which he toured the 
mining camps of California. During 
the tour he made his first appearance 
in Irish character roles, and, after re- 
turning to San Francisco, took his 
company for a tour of South America. 
The tour proved a failure, and he 
came back to San Francisco to organ- 
ize the Cotton & Murphy Minstrels, 
with Ben Cotton, and which venture 
proved to be Murphy’s last attempt 
at minstrelsy. He then went into 
sketch work, his first being Lone Pine, 
and the next Help. The latter he de- 
veloped into a protean play, in which 
he appeared in six character roles, 
registering a great success. For three 
seasons he toured in the play, and 
then bought Maum Cree from Frank 
Maeder. Then came Murphy’s chief 
success, Kerry Gow, in which his 
fame was assured. His grandfather 
originated the leading role of this; 
production, the character being writ- 
ten for him by Marsden. Then came 
Shaun Rhue, also written by Mars- 
den, which was followed by The Do- 
nagh, in which Murphy played the 
role of a hero. Perhaps the one bit 
for which he is best remembered is

The 
theaters have all forwarded their five 
hundred dollars license fee to the City 
Collector, but with the exception noted 
refused to fill out the new application 
blank.

WHEN THEY WERE TWENTY-ONE 


At twenty-one the diva, Patti, had already made a specialty of “fare- 
well” tours. In 1904, at the age of 63, her twelfth “farewell” to America, at 
five thousand a night, caused many to predict it was her last adieu; that she, 
like “John L.,”" had come once too often. But Adelina, now 74, is threatening 
a final—so help me—“farewell” of the land of dollars in the fail of 1916. 

Robert B. Mantell, now the only English-speaking exponent of Shake- 
speare's plays before the public, was England’s matinee idol at twenty-one, 
later coming hither, where he was hailed as the handsomest Jeune Premier of 
the nineteenth century. 

De Wolf Hopper at twenty-one did not know he could sing. His mother 
Was so pleased at his debut as an amateur actor that she gave him 3100,000 
to start him on a stage career. Hopper organized the Criterion Comedy 
Company, a model stock company, presenting Caste, Our Boys and a farce 
called Freaks. As Captain Hawtree, in Caste, the elongated Hopper scored 
so well that he was offered engagements galore, which was indeed consoling, 
for the $100,000 was quickly exhausted. One day the late John McCaull heard 
De Wolf sing, and immediately engaged him as the principal comedian of the 
Casino, though he made his operatic debut in Philadelphia in Desiree. 

Montgomery and Stone, when twenty-one, were just as clever as they are 
today, yet they were wont to do six to ten turns a day for Keith in Boston, for 
which they were paid sixty dollars a week and cakes. 

Weber and Fields, at reaching their majority, were appearing in practi- 
cally the same “Mike and Meyer” specialty for which they were recently offered 
$5,000 a week by the very same management they worked for then at forty 
per. 

Sam Bernard, at twenty-one, had just graduated from the Grand Duke's 
Theater on Baxter street. Sam joined the French Folly Company, doing a 
monologue so well that he became the owner of the company. Keith paid Sam 
$75 a week when his act was just as good and precisely the same as two years 
ago, when he found $2,500 in his pay envelope. 

Elsie Janis, when twenty-one, had long since discarded the name of Little 
Elsie, though she had been a headliner in the two-a-day for nearly a decade 
and was one of the few to command a three-figure salary—but when Little 
Elsie did her imitations atop of the New York Theater she became Miss Elsie 
Janis, and when the vaudeville managers sought to engage their erstwhile 
$125.a week star they had to increase her honorarium 2,000 per cent—since 
then Elsie has been paid $3,000 a week. 

May Irwin, at twenty-one, was one of the two Irwin Sisters, Flora and 
May, who were favorites at Tony Pastor’s on East Fourteenth street. The two 
were paid $125 a week, then a record price. One day the late Augustus Daly 
engaged May Irwin as a member of his notable stock company, she later be- 
coming the most popular woman star in the country. When May went back 
to the fleld wherein she began her career it was no longer the variety show 
of old, but modern vaudeville looked good to her at $2,500 a week. 

Nat C. Goodwin was just twenty-one when New York hailed him as the 
greatest of American mimics. Nat was the highest paid performer of the 
variety show era. When he became a star in Hobbies the first of his several 
wives was featured equally with him. Eliza Weathersby was the first to insist 
that husband and wife on the stage should be advertised as such. 

Charles Dillingham, at twenty-one, was the dramatic critic of The Even- 
mg Sun. Marc Klaw was holding a similar position on The Louisville Com- 
mercial, while his associate, A. L. Erlanger, was dispensing pasteboard in the 
box-office of the Academy of Music in Cleveland. James Forbes, who wrote 
The Chorus Lady and The Show Shop, was the press agent for the American 
Theater. Bayard Veiller, who wrote Within the Law, was the news gatherer 
of Daily American (now defunct). Milton Aborn at twenty-one was the co- 
median of a ten, twent’ and thirt’ opera company—when he became its man- 
ager he decided to discharge himself and engage a better comedian. Later 
he began to toy with grand opera, always insisting on low admission prices. 
Now Aborn is going to resume his career as an impresario where he left off 
to become the director of the Century Opera House—he holds that two-dollar 
opera is not popular opera and is going to prove it by presenting a good 
ensemble for a dollar. 

At twenty-one E. F. Albee, now multi-millionaire, king of modern vaude- 
ville, was a “squarer” in the white tented field. He has been an expert squarer 
ever since. 

F. F. Proctor, who now owns a score of palatial theaters, was at twenty- 
one one of the team of equilibrists Known as the Levantine Brothers. 

S. Z. Poli, one of the wealthiest showmen in the world, made wax figures 
for the Eden Musee when he was twenty-one, and the late Max C. Anderson 
was a glass blower in a dime museum. 

The Shuberts, at the age of twenty-one, were already operating on a large 
scale. The late Sammy Shubert celebrated his twenty-first birthday by coming 
to the metropolis from Syracuse to open his first playhouse. Within a year 
he added three more, and when still in his twenties met with a violent death 
in a railroad collision. Then came his two younger brothers, Lee and J. J., at 
the helm—the latter had just become “of age.” 

Dorothy Donnelly, at twenty-one, was the leading lady of her brother's 
stock company at the Murray Hill Theater in New York, playing a wide range

$10,000 Damages Asked as Result of Recent 
deCourville Incident — Vaudeville Agent

New York, Jan. 1.—Suit was 
brought yesterday by H. B. Marinelli, 
the international vaudeville agent, 
against Florenz Ziegfeld, Jr., for 
$10,000 damages, which Marinelli 
claims he has sustained as a result of 


losing Alfred deCourville, the London 
Hippodrome manager, as a client. In 
the complaint Marinelli charges that 
Ziegfeld in starting a legal proceed- 
ing against him recently did so for the 
sole purpose of branding Marinelli 
falsely as ‘‘a German,” and making it 
necessary for deCourville, an Eng- 
lishman, to sever his business relations 
with the international agent. 

When deCourville was here recently 
his attention was attracted by Odette 
Myrtle, of the Ziegfeid Midnight Fol- 
lies, and he expressed a desire to Mari- 
nelli, who has been his agent for years, 
to engage the young artist, if possible, 
for the London Hippodrome. Mari- 
nelli began investigating to ascertain 
whether Miss Myrtle had a contract 
with the Ziegfeld Midnight Follies. 
Marinelli ascertained that the con- 
tract she did have did not hold good. 
He then began negotiating with Miss 
Myrtle in behalf of deCourville, but 
dropped the negotiations when he 
learned that Ziegfeld had given the 
young woman a new contract, which 
was quite satisfactory to her.

The Circuit Court of Appeals did not decide that 
the contract was invalid, but merely upheld 
what it understood to be the decision of the 
State court to that effect. Application on be- 
half of Joseph W. Stern & Company to obtain 
a rehearing of the case on the ground that the 
court misinterpreted the effect of the State 
court decision will be made shortly. Until 
this application has been made and passed upon 
Stern & Company prefer not to comment upon 
the effect of the decision.

obtainable today. In that same stock company 
the Frances Starr of today played utility rules 
one week and ‘‘leads’’ the next for $30 a week. 
At twenty-one she became a star under Belasco. 
Laura Hope Crews celebrated her twenty-tirst 
birthday in the same stock company, where 
among the ‘‘extras’’ at $6 a week was Edgar 
Allan Wolff, who at twenty-one began to write 
the more than cne hundred one-act plays that 
are bow a part of almost every vaudeville pro- 
gram. 

Jack Barrymore at twenty-one played with 
his father, Maurice Barrymore, in vaudeville, 
where $400 a week was meted out for the entire 
Barrymore family. ‘Barry’ did not live to 
see the triumph of his children, neither did 
Mrs. Barrymore (Georgia Drew), but when Jack 
sought to convert bis Broadway reputation into 
coin of the realm by way of the two-a-day 
$1,600 a week was his emolument. Ethel at 
twenty-one was one of Charles Frohman’s ‘‘three 
best bets,”’ and when she decided to enter the 
field where her father suffered such privations 
the contract called for thirty weeks at $3,000 a 
week. Such is fame. 

Eva Tanguay at twenty-one was the same 
Cyclonic Eva we know today. Moreover, at that 
age the girl who is now advertised as having 
“made vaudeville famous’? appeared as a star 
in a farce comedy called Bubbles. Eva was 
peid $35 a week not so long ago in some of the 
theaters where today the managers are falling 
over each other in the scramble to pay her 
$2,500 a week. 

Lillian Russell was not yet twenty-one when 
she made her debut as a star on Broadway in 
the operetta, The Grand Mogul. Just before 
that Lillian was singing in Teddy Solomon's 
Billee Taylor at Tony Pastor’s for §25 a week. 
Her debut on the stage was in Pinafore in the 
chorus. Teddy Solomon became the second 
“Mr. Lillian Russell,"’ being the father of the 
Dorothy Kussell of today. 

Marie Dressler was in the chorus when twenty- 
one, as was Marie Cahill, Pauline Hall, and 
many of the stars of today. Elsie Ferguson 
was one of six ‘‘show girls’’ in Liberty Belles, 
produced less than a decade ago. All six became 
stars in striking contrast with the original 
Floradora Sextette, none of whom bave achieved 
great fame. 

George M. Cohan was, at twenty-one, the 
same prodigy he was at five, when his nimble 
feet and artistic violin playing were the prin- 
cipal attractions with his father’s Hibernicon. 
George bad written scores of vaudeville playlets 
at twenty-one, and he was precisely at that 
age when The Four Cobars, who used to appear 
ten times a day for Keith at $125 for the four, 
were accorded $3,000, which a Chicago manager 
had agreed to pay for one week to the ‘‘most 
popular act on the variety stage.’’ 

John Drew and Brother Sidney were members 
of their mother’s Model Stock Company at the 
Arch Street Theater, Philadelphia, when they 
were twenty-one. Sidney Drew was a ‘‘star’ 
before John. Later the two were featured at 
the head of different organizations. In one sea- 
son they played the same cities within a few 
weeks of each other. A prominent Southern 
manager was asked which of the Drews attracted 
the largest audiences in his city. ‘That's 
easy,"’ replied the manager, “John Drew but 
Sidney didn't."

other lines. There was then a surplus 
of cars and an abundence of terminal 
facilities. Conditions, however, have 
now changed in regard to the carriers. 
The great volume of manufactured 
goods ordered by the European bel- 
ligerents is moving forward to desti- 
nation. The railroads are beginning 
to get their share of the business pros- 
perity brought to the country. There 
was nothing unusual in the situation 
of the roads several months ago. They 
were waiting for the completion of 
manufacturing processes before they 
could obtain their share of the pros-| 
perity pie. 

The situation is different now; there 
is a glut of freight on the Eastern sea- 
board, particularly at New York, where 
the port terminal facilities are over- 
crowded. Two of the best equipped 


railroads of the country, the ream | 


sylvania and the Delaware, Lacka- 
wanna & Western, are complaining 
that they are unable to load cars at 
New York because of a scarcity of 
cargo room and terminal facilities, 

In normal times when traffic moves 
forward with reasonable regularity, 
and the presence of freight at any 
port is sufficient to attract bottoms to 
carry it, meager terminal facilities 
have sufficed. The rapid handling of 
freight serves to prevent congestion, 
but the terminals are inadequate be- 
cause of their inelasticity. There is 
no provision for handling an abnor- 
mal amount of freight, and that is the 
reason why the railroads are complain- 
ing of a shortage of cars, and the 
Middle West unavailingly demands 
them, and protests when they are not 
forthcoming. 

It is worse than useless for the rail- 
roads to continue to improve their fa- 
‘ilities for transporting freight to the 
Atlantic seaboard if it is to be con- 
rested there. 

The carriers of the country must be 
regulated wisely. Their inordinate de- 
mands must be restrained. Their hog- 
gish greed must be taken out of them.

REVIEW OF SKATING 


By FRANK VERNON, OF THE VERNONS 


There is a vast difference in the skating 
game of today and the one in the ‘80s. In 
those days they did not have the ball-bearing 
skates and other conveniences which they have 
today, but the rinks were more successful than 
now, due mostly to the fact that the rink 
buildings were better than the present build- 
ings, and were manaced by reliable business 
men and theatrical managers, who offered their 
patrons attractions, both professional and local, 
every night. In those days there was no pro- 
fessional jealousy, and it was like a jolly, big 
family, with everyone boosting for the other 
fellow. Everyone was working, keeping the 
salary list up. I could furnish a lst of all 
the successful skaters of that craze, some of 
whom are still following the game. A few are, 
excepting myself, The Kexos, Bill Tyler, late of 


Tyler and Burton; Jessie Darling, Harry Sim- 
monds, now of the Skaters Bijouve; Charles 


Franks, Albert P. Demers and Albert Waltz. 
The present day rink manavers do not have 


the push—tbe nerve to stage big things. Some 
of the rinks resemble barns, and mapy of 
them are managed by inexperienced men. 


There are a few of the up-to-the-minute man- 
agere, who know the game from A to Z—aad 
what a difference in the surroundings when you 
work for one of these live fellows! It sure 
is a treat. The inexperienced manager will 
never listen to good advice, and you can never 
make him see where it is to his advantage 
' to a certein thing te promote his business, 
Refore they invest a dollar they want to see 
two on their way back. Anyone can open a 
new rink in a town where they have had none 
for years, and make cood It's a novelty ev 
eryone falls for. Right here is where an in- 
experienced manager gets a swelled head. He 
thinks it ts his eff that draw the large 
crowds, and he seon blews up, and the business 
blows up with him Profeasional skaters write 
to these managers for open time, sending him 
valuable advertising, pres# notices, ete., and 
out of ten never receive any reply 
If a manager does not want the act he should 
surely Invest In a stamp and drop the writer ¢ 
line, atating so, But, as a general rule, their 
buetnees education ts sadly neglected, 
Salaries were pretty good until about two 
yeare ago. when we had some neweomera to 
seam with, who actually worked for only ex-

manager who starts with a new rink will not 
play attractions. He tells you to wait until 
business drops off. But when he lets his pa- 
trons get away he might as well close the place, 
as nothing will bring them back. An attraction 
always brings out people who will come to a 
rink at no other time, and from these specta- 
tors comes the future business of the rink. 
The average manager can’t see this. If he 
does not make a fortune during the time he is 
playing an attraction he will not play any more 
—which shows he does not know the business. 


I have watched every point in the skating 
eraze the past twelve years, and can say that 
the skating game would be far more successful 
today were the managers to offer all kinds of 
attractions from the very day the rink is 
opened.

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GREATEST LEGAL VICTORY 
IN CARL LAEMMLE’S CAREER 


Universal Film Manufacturing Co. Wins in Suit 
Brought by Motion Picture Patents Co. for 
Aljeged Infringement of Latham Patent 


New York, Dec. 30,—What is regarded as the 
greatest legel vietory in the career of Carl 
Laemmle, president of the Universal Film Man- 
ufacturing Company, and of the utmost im- 
portance to that concern and to the motion pic- 
ture trade in general, was decided in the United 
States District Court this week, when Judge 
Hough held that the attempt of the Motioa 
Picture Patents Company to restrict the use 
of its machine te film made or supplied by its 
so-called licenses is vold. 

The result of this decision is, generally speak- 
ing, that film exchanges may supply and ex- 
hibitors may use on licensed machines, film 
purchased from any manufacturer, whether the 
film is “‘licensed’’ by the Patents Company or 
not, regardless of the notice on the machine, 
because the Motion Picture Patents Company has 
no right to restrict the use of the machine to 
flm made er supplied by its so-called licenses. 
The entire motion picture industry is thus 
relieved from the tribute which the Patents 
Company sought to impose through the notice 
it has caused to be placed on all projectors. 

Suit was brought in March, 1915, by the Mo- 
tion Picture Patents Company against the Uni- 
versal Film Manufacturing Company, the Uni- 
versal Film Exchange and the Prague Amuse- 
ment Company of New York City for infringe- 
ment of the so-called Latham loop patent No. 
707 3A. 

The charge was that the Universal Film Ex- 
change bad furnished motion pictures made by 
the Universal Film Manufacturing Company to 
the Prague Amusement Company for use at the 
Seventy-second Street Playhouse, where the pic- 
tures were exhibited on a ‘‘Simplex'’ machine, 
which was manufactured and sold under a 
license from the Patents Company, and that be- 
cause the picture film was not ‘‘licensed’’ by 
the Patents Company, its use by the Prague 
Amusement Company was an infringement of 
the Latham patent, the Latham loop being on 
the machine. 

This claim was based on the notice which 
appears on all projecting machines, and was on 
the ‘Simplex’ machine at the Seventy-second 
Playhouse, which is to the effect that the 
machine can only be used with film leased by 
a license of the Motion Picture Patents Com- 
pany, and upon other terms to be fixed by that 
company, which are not named in the notice. 

It was maintained by the counsel for the 
Tniversal Film Manufacturing Company, Wit- 
more and Jenner, that the restriction in the 
notice is unenforceable. The Edison patent 
No. 12.192, under the film, was at one time 
licensed, expired in Angust, 1914, and the film 
covered by it has since been open to the public 
to nse. 

The ease came on for trial in the United 
Rtater District Court In New York City before

The 
Universal Film Manufacturing Company and 
the other defendants, denied the validity of the 
Latham patent on several grounds, but that de- 
fense was not passed upon by Judge Hough, al- 
though evidence was given on that question, 
which will came before the Court of Appeals.

By some, who frown upon the manly 
art of self-defense, exception may be taken to 
making a former pugilist a hero of a photoplay, 
but why not? James J. Corbett was one of the 
eleverest men who ever donned a mit in the 
squared ring, and his clean living and athletic 
prowess has left him today still in the prime of 
manhood, a fitting tribute to physical culture. 

As a photoplay actor Corbett is seen to ad- 
vantage. His clear-cut features ‘‘screen’’ un- 
asually well, and he knows the art of acting. 
His work is natural, and most acceptable. The 
Raver photoplay does not follow the usual 
trend of pictures, in that it is more or less 
rambling, due to the introduction of numerous 
scenes in which Corbett is depicted using the 
gloves. Scenes also are shown of the well- 
known Muldoon Health Farm, in White Plains, 
with the former champion wrestler playing an 
fmportant part. Some interesting scenes on 
Broadway are shown, one an accident at Broad- 
way and Forty-third street, where Corbett runs 
down a society fop with his machine, and an- 
other showing Times Square at night, the 
photography in the latter being so good as to 
make the lettering of every electric sign from 
Forty-fourth to Forty-seventh streets decipher 
able. 

Some of the interior scenes during the early 
part of the picture show evidence of poor pho 
tography, but it is possible this can be rem 
edied. As a whole The Other Girl, due to the 
prominence of both its author and its star 
should prove a most desirable feature, one for 
which there undoubtedly will be a demand. 

The story is intended to demonstrate that a 
pagilist may win the hand of a girl above his 
e@tation of life through force of character. The 
theme is not told in bizarre fashion or related 
along impossible avenues, but smoothly, cleanly 
and truly, with a few minor exceptions, the 
fatter including the inevitable newspaper re- 
porter with his voluminous notebook, a species 
entirely unknown in the newspaper workd.

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GIVING THE PUBLIC 
WHAT IT WANTS 


Ail-Important Topic Discussed by Adolph Zukor, 
President of Famous Players Film Company 
and Pioneer Exhibitor and Producer 


New York, Dec. 31.—There is no question of , 


more vital iniportance to the motion picture 
industry than the very old, but ever new ove-—- 
what does the public want? ‘The subject ts 
coustantly before the exhibitor and the pro- 
ducer, and it is ove which is always open to 
a differeuce of opinion, The average exhibitor 
bases his knowledge of the public upon his 
personal experience, which must of necessity 
be circumscribed 
tent. Therefore his views must be considered 
as referring to bis individual eommunity rather 
than to the public as a whole. 


The producer, on the other hand, must at- 
tempt to strike a general average in his films 
which will approximate the desires of the 
largest number of persons. His problem is, tn 
fact, an interuational one, as his product 
reaches the far ends of the civilized world. 


Therefore the opinion of a man who was one 
of the first owners of motion pictures theaters 
in the country and at the same time the 
organizer of the pioneer feature film produciug 
company, is of peculiar interest at this time. 
The comprehensive knowledge of the situation 
which arises from this unique position gives 
particular force to the opinion of Adolph 
Zukor, in whom is vesved this dual interest. 
Though it is not generally known, in addition 
to being the founder and president of the 
Famous Players Film Company, Mr. Zukor is 
also a pioneer exhibitor, as be was one of the 
first exhibitors in New York City, and also 
owned one of the first chains of photoplay thea- 
ters ever formed. 

It is apparent then that the opinion of vhis 
man as to the methods of determining what 
the public really wants, as against what aay 
one individual producer or exhibitor may think 
what it wants, can be accepted as being bused 
upon fact and not upon theory. 

“There is just one way of determining what 
the public wants,’’ declares Mr. Zukor, ‘‘and 
that is to take the consensus of opinion of as 
many exhibitors as possibl This should 
be baxed solely upon the actual record of the 
results obtained by showing various types of 
film in their respective theaters. It is in uc- 
cordance with this view that the Famous Play- 
ers receive from the Paramount Picturea Cor- 
poration, their releasing medium, weekly re- 
ports on every feature that is produced. 

“This report covers every section of the 
country, and a similar index extends to the 
foreign nations as well. From a careful study 
of its averages it is simple for the producer 
to determine exactly what kind: of films are 
well received and those of inferior popularity. 
There is no more effective method devisable for 
the obtaining of accurate and detailed informa- 
tion of a really comprehensive nature. No one 
exhibitor, however, judicious or well informed, 
can ever draw proper conclusions from his 
own limited field of observation, 

“Though the exhibitor can, of course, de- 
termine his own needs, it is impossible for 
the producer to accede to the demands of 
the individual exhibitor. Toe paraphrase a fa- 
miliar line, he must meet the greatest needs of 
the greatest number. 

“The producer who attempts to determine on 
his own initiative just what the public wants, or 
who attempts to force the public to want what 
he thinks that it ought to want, is predestined 
to come to grief. There are those who con- 
sistently attempt to foist upon the public a 
sniacious type of film, either under the guise 
of preaching sermons or with the frank Iin- 
tention of appealing to the sexes. The tem- 
porary success of that style of production has 
Iured several manufacturers to release plays 
of this sort, bot the record of the stage play 
and of the photoplay proves absolutely that 
the succese is merely temporary, and that the 
releasing of auch pictures is poor judgment from 
a businese standpoint. ‘In the long run’ clean 
pictn-es pay best, whether they are comedies 
or dramas, 

“That the frankly euggestive film is a detrt- 
ment to the Industry as a whole there can he 
positively no question, inasmuch as it spare the 
cenaora te increnaed activity and gives the 
agitators for censorship grounds upon which to 
bare their argumenta, 

“Our records show that elean comedies and 
the powerful dramas of the better sort are the 
supreme favorites today. The tasting sneres« 
of filme of this type and the heary demands 
for the appearance of the stara in them prove 
berond a dembt that the public today is getting 
what {tf wants. Any new attemnt to enace 
‘what the publile wants’ hy different atandard« 
than these of conntry-wide reports on the wme- 
cesses of the immediate past and of the preseat

ROBERT NELSON 


Head of the Original Nelson Family 


Passes Away 
Robert Nelson, Sr., head of the original 
Nelson Family, died at Mr. Clements, Mich., 


December 25, twelve hours after he was stricken 
with pneumonia. He was in his 74th year of 
life. He came to America in 1866. He traveled 
with his circus all over old Mexico and crossed 
the Sierra Nevada Mountains with his own 
wagon show, and played New York in the old 
Olympic Theater, in Harry Hill's time. In 
1Is75 be returned to Europe and played around 
the world. He was then brought back to 
America by P. T. Barnum for the season of 
1880. On account of his wife introducing the 
first performing pigeons ever seen in America 
this was featured more than the acrobatic 
work of the family the last season the Barnum 
Show was a one-ring show. The family returned 
to Europe after the circus season, and was 
again brought back to America by George 
Primrose, of Thatcher, Jrimrose & West Min- 
strels, opening in Detroit, at the Detroit Opera 
House, in 1885. Later Mr. Nelson backed the 
Riley & Wood Show for three seasons. After 
running his own show, Nelson's Great World 
Combination, be gave up managing his own 
companies and was with the Ringling Brothers, 
W. L. Main and Hagenbeck-Wallace Shows, as 
well as the old Wallace Show. He retired from 
active business to attend to his theater, hotel» 
and stores at Mt. Clemens, where the family 
has resided for thirty years. His wife and his 
son, Arthur, survive him.
